Fumes exploded and (he chartered bus Mas blanket­ 
ed in flames. Police said at least nine of the 41 coeds in 
the bus were killed along with Prof. Ernst Sixta. Five 
other girls were hospitalized, one in critical condition. 
Police said the Layton Co. bus had stopped for a 
red light at 12:45 a m. e.d.t , when the tanker crashed 
into it. Another college bus had just cleared the inter­ 
section. 
The truck driver was only slightly injured. All the 
dead were from New Jersey.
